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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 21, 22, 28, 31-35 and 57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Connolly et al. (4,303,067) in view Jones (4,137,1 17). 

Connolly et al. disclose, in figs. 5, a package comprising a pressure deformable 
container 1; a dispensing head 14 having a container neck 9; a nozzle 16 
comprising a skirt 17 and a flange; the nozzle and the neck each comprising 
bearing surface; and wherein the bearing surface of the neck being its distal end 
and the bearing surface of the nozzle being the flange of the nozzle. 
Connolly et al. further disclose a solvent seal between the bearing surfaces; 
however Connolly does not disclose a weld welding the skirt to the neck at the 
bearing surfaces. 

Jones teaches, in col. 1 , lines 5-7, heat sealing and solvent -bonding techniques 
various method have been used for permanently joining plastic parts in fluid -tight 
sealing relation. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to use heat sealing method or welding method 
to weld the skirt and the neck at the bearing surfaces in the Connolly et al. 
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invention as a well known method for permanently joining plastic parts in fluid - 
tight sealing relation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 26 and 27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 36-41 , 46, 47, 50-55 and 58 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 21 , 22, 28, 31 -35 and 57 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
